CIRCULAR 2

At 12:45 A. M. on the morning of October 15th, 1915, two masked men entered the front door of the Palm 
Garden Saloon in this City and held up and robbed four patrons and the proprietor of $228.00 in coin, a gold 
fob made out of a $5.00 gold piece, and a pocket knife of the following description, which can be identified by 
one of the men who was robbed: A brown bone handle, four blades, A. J. Jordon, Sheffield, England, made 
pocket knife, with German silver shield on handle; end of little blade has been broken off, and ground to a half 
round shape. 

Officers’ attention is particularly called to the description of this knife, as it is the only means I have of 
connecting these bandits with this crime, and would kindly ask you to carefully scrutinize all knives, taken 
from prisoners arrested for similar offenses, for this particular knife. Should a knife be found on a person an¬ 
swering the description of this knife, wire me at my expense, and I will send person to identify it. 

These two men have held up other saloons in the central part of this State in the past four months, and 
are certain to continue to do so until apprehended. They work as follows: Just before closing time, both men will 
enter the front door at the same time, wearing black crepe veil masks that cover the face from the eyes down; 
one will attend to the patrons and rob them, while the other man will rob the cash register and the bartender. 
These men carry blued automatic revolvers, and from their actions are evidently old hands at the game, and v.ull 
very likely shoot to kill, if cornered. All officers are warned to be careful should they meet these men in a 
holdup. The last three saloon hold-ups by these men were each committed on a Friday morning, between 12 
and 1 A. M., so when looking over your prisoners arrested for saloon hold ups, remember the Friday morning 
hold up men. 

They are described as follows: No. 1. Age 30 to 35 years; height 5 feet, 9 inches; weight 155 lbs.; hair 
brown; small sandy mustache; wore glasses under a black crepe veil mask; brown colored cap pulled down 
over eyes; long light cravenet, which almost reached his shoe tops, and tan colored English walking shoes. 

No. 2. About same age, 5 feet, 8 inches; inclined to be a little stouter than No. 1; smooth shaven; weight 
165 lbs.; wore brown soft hat, long light colored cravenet coat and black leather shoes. 

I will pay $50.00 reward for any information that will lead to the arrest and identification of these two men, 
and would appreciate any information furnished me of the arrest of any saloon hold-up men by other depart¬ 
ments. who in any way answer the description of these two men. so that I may have an oportunity to look them 
over. 

I hold warrant of arrest on a charge of robbery for John Doe and Richard Roe, issued by Police Judge 
S. E. Wilson, in and for the City of Valiejo, County of Solano, State of California, dated this 19th day of October, 
1915.
